Claim Objections 

2. The objection to claim 9 is withdrawn in view of the amendments and remarks 
received 24 April 2009. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments, see remarks, filed 24 April 2009, with respect to claims 1 , 
9, 22, 25 and 28 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 35 U.S.C. 103(a) 
rejections of 26 January 2009 have been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1 - 3, 5, 7 -12, 14, 15 and 22 - 31 (now renumbered 1 - 22) are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
does not anticipate, nor does it suggest, the combination as now claimed. Specifically, 
fiducial marks which uniquely identify a position on a web, and using positional 
information in conjunction with the fiducial marks to mark regions identified as 
anomalies in a separate step from detecting the anomalies.
